S| of Neftegorsk was wrecked

ablaze in the Krasnoyarsk 
region because of human care- 
lessness, ltar-Tass reported. 

About 1,500 residents of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia were threatened by forest 
fires that charred 741.290 acres of 
woodland in western Canada. 

A huge blaze raging through 
more than 1,000 square miles of 
Guatemalan forest near the borders 
of Mexico and Belize threatened 
important nature reserves and 
Mayan temple ruins. The govern- 
ment issued a plea for international 
help to deal with the disaster. 


Tropical Storm 
The season's first tropical 
storm in the northwestern 
Pacific, named Auring by 
the Philippine weather service. was 
predicted to bring 50-mph winds to 
Samar Island late in the week. 


Heat Waves 
Ten more people died from 
((((( sunstroke and dehydration 
caused by unrelenting high 
neat in Pakistan and eastern India. 
The hottest May in the Russian 
capital this century caused aging 
Lada automobiles to break down in 
clouds of steam, and cracked the 
concrete runway at Moscow's 
Sheremetyevo-2 international air- 
port. Temperatures soared to a 
record 91.4 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Locust Invasion 


Hordes of locusts have 
[=| caused widespread dam- 

age to agriculture in sev- 
eral regions of Burundi. Most of the 
damage was inflicted on grassland, 
but the pests have also hit banana 
plantations, haricot beans and other 
crops. Agricultural and provincial 
officials were ordered to monitor the 
tracks of the nomadic, rampaging 
insects across the central African 
nation. 


Rat.Craze 

Workers in the New York 

City borough of The Bronx 

complained that cheap pol- 
son used by the Health Department 
to control rats was worsening the 
rodent problem and causing the 
pests to become “psychotic.” The 
rats were strolling into offices in 
broad daylight, sending terrified 
workers screaming from the build- 
ing. “| saw seven or eight scurrying 
from the main floor; they were the 
size of small cats, very big,” said 
John Owens, an Office of Employ- 
ment Services worker. Health 
Department spokesman Sam Fried- 
man denied that the city’s extermi- 
nation efforts were making the rats 
crazy. The problem was made more 
frightening when workers found 
dead rats in their drawers and file 
cabinets, and the stench of rotting 
rodents filled the elevator shafts.

The season's first hurri- 
cane in the Atlantic, 
Caribbean and Gulf of 


Mexico formed south of Cuba, then 
brought high seas, tornadoes and 
local flooding to the southeastern 


U.S. as it passed over the region. 


Allison produced three days of 
heavy rains in Cuba which wrecked 
houses and swamped the streets of 
Havana, killing one person. 
Boulders and walls of mud 
crashed down the Mayon Volcanoin 
the Philippines as heavy rains from 
tropical storm Deanna drenched 
central parts of the country. More 
than 140 homes were buried in the 
debris. Tropical storm Eli formed to 
the west of the Mariana Islands. 


Heat and Dust 


- Unrelenting heat over the 
western half of the Indian 
subcontinent claimed 40 

more lives, brought the water short- 
age in New Delhi to a critical stage 
and sparked forest fires across the 
Himalayan foothills. As taps went 
dry in the Indian capital, two neigh- 
boring states agreed to restore pre- 
cious water supplies to the parched 
city's 10 million residents. Thou- 
sands of acres of rich forest in north- 
ern Uttar Pradesh were blackened 
by wildfires that were finally brought 
under control late in the week. 


Snake Plague 


Kurds livingin northern Iraq 
eS have been invaded by a 
plague of snakes that has 


killed at least five people and sent 
dozens to hospitals suffering from 
venomous bites. The countryside 
around Sulaymaniyah is swarming 
with snakes which flourished during 
the mild winter in the quiet ruins of 
hundreds of villages destroyed by 
lraqiforces, and abandoned by Kur- 
dish residents. A lack of serum for 
the venom of the rattlesnakes and 
yellow vipers in the region is height- 
ening fears among the Kurds.

Cerro Negro Volcano con- 
tinued its eruptive phase in 
| western Nicaragua with 


blasts that sent rock and smoke 
3,000 feet into the air. More violent 
eruptions are possible this month. 
In Guatemala, Pacaya erupted 
with a cloud of hot ash that soared 
3.5 miles high and burned vegeta- 
tion surrounding the mountain, just 
north of the capital. Dozens of vil- 
lagers were evacuated as Pacaya 
spewed lava down its slopes. 
Mounting activity within Indone- 
sia’s Anak Krakatua (Son of Kraka- 
toa) prompted officials to ban travel 
to the rumbling island. Up to 300 
minor eruptions per day have 
occurred during the past month.
